municipal Government. 

Hoxt to the administration of the 
affairs of tho Colony Blonds that of tho 
Municipality in p-rint of importance, 
Indeed, it may be questioned whothor 
tho prosperity of this community bo not 
more closely linkod with civic than with 
colonial administration. Under a sys- 
tem which virtually denies to the poo- 
ple all control in tho management of 
their affairs it is scarcely to bo wonder- 
ed at that public interest and pablio 
opinion should bo in a diseased condi ■ 
tion. But al hough as Colonists we 
aiein thin degrading and u n - B r i t i » h 
political condition, it, is entirely difforeut 
as regards civic matters. Hero tho 
people of Victoria possess tho fullest 
powers of self-government, the ci mplete 
control c,f their own affairs. They have 
the free and unrestricted choke of every 
member of the civic government ; yet 
strange to fay, I here is really less in- 
terest manifested in a civic election than 
is evoked by ono of Uioho periodical 
farces at which iho Oolonis s arc invited 
lo Higbify whom they would wish the 
Governor 10 select as members lo sit in 
the numo ol tho poople in a Legislative 
Council in which they ore practi- 
cally powerless. When a Mayor and 
Council aro to be elected by a free 
and independent we oi tho whole body 
of the tux-paying co" manity, not 
more than twenty per oent. oi the peo- 
ple will take the trouble to go to the 
polls ond record their votes I "Wuy is 
this thus?' The health, wealth, com- 
fort, and hoppiress of the community 
depend largely neon the proper admiu- 
istraticn oi the affairs of tho oily. The 
po' pie are every your called upon to 
choose their local government, and yet 
tbreG-tourtr>B of the people Bre too luzy 
or tuO indifferent to the welfare of toe 
common wealth to exeroise their fran- 
chise, About all ib'S there is a blind- 
ness and a folly that, are Iruly deplora- 
ble. The wonder is that, under llii* 
condition, the city has hud such good 
governments as it h..s. If good men 
get into these portions it is by the 
mcrosi accident j and evon good, well- 
nu-aninti men will becme less good 
nnder this most fatal and onervutnig iii^ 
fluenco of complete ir.d fferenco. It is 
only fair to say that wani of interest in 
the o matteio may to some extent have 
bad ils urigin in that absence of proper 
Municipal organization which marked a 
considerable period in the history of ibecity. 
But surely it is wrong to aPow that in- 
diff. renco to outlive the condition which 
gave it birib. It mu«t he remembered 
that the city now po-sesses a .Munici- 
pal Chaiter which makes the civic gov- 
ernment a real power for good or fcr 
evil ; ond it should also be borno in 
mind that tho functions of thai gov- 
ernment aro becoming moro iuiporiuut 
year by year. The Mayor is presum- 
ably entitled to a seat in the Legisla- 
tive Council. To the City Council it* 
now eutrusted tho control ot all trie 
public schools, and the oversight ot ed- 
ucation within the limits of the Muni- 
cipality. The important, question of a 
proper supply of water will necessarily 
ba in the same hands, and must involve 
a very largo expenditure of money. 
These and many other special c«. nsid- 
erations, which m gut be mentioned, 
added to the dji u ordinary and gen- 
eral (unctions <>f a cjiic governmeni, 
render it ot the greau-3', moment that 
tho people ot Victoria should arme. to the 
importance ot tbu subject, and manliest 
tho greatest iuterosl in the annual se- 
lection of the very best ot meu ihtu cau 
bo got to undertake the government of 
the on y , t id thus place it beyond the 
power of tho Cc-'onial Legislature to 
oppo-e important measures lor the bou- 
etii of the City, upon the ground ot 
wuntof oonfidonco in tho civic ad- 
mini^tra ion. We would not wish to 
be undersiojd iu these remarks as oust- 
ing the slightest imputation Upon tboso 
gentlemen at present composing tbo 
(Ji y Uuuncd. 'JL'li.-y muy be mo very 
besi that tlie raoit lively and general 
inleitst in civ.o uffu.jra could posbtoiy 
attiact to iho tiont ; or Uiey may 
bo the wori-t. Ii may he open lo ques- 
tion whether they are either ; but uiai 
is, as we huvo said, a manor altogether 
beside our present SUbjoOt. Wo two 
ai xiou* to a e the tutal le hargy winch 
peivudos ttiii o mmuuity, iu lespeoi to 
i s local tiLT.ir*, dispelled — to t-ue every 
man who pays municipal taxes take an 
aciivo and lively iuiero-t in tuUiiicip.il 
alltiis.

v ment Tho ooal is loaded in cars scd drown 
by a locomotive over a substantial iron r-i:*- 
way to the whaif, where, by an iogenioqa 
coDlrivuncf,the cuis are lowered to the abuts 
and dumped into tLe inael awaiting a 
cargo beneath. Tbe works ol the couipauy 
are ol a g upendous and substantial cbaiuo- 
ter, and are pronounced tbe fiue»t on lbs 
I'acifio ooaa'.. Thsy aro maintained in a 
high state of eflici tioy ; but tho company 
are not yet weary of well doing. 1 bey have 
on the way out Irom England an eugine of 
140 horsepower lor use at tho pit'd mouth, 
and other improvements will shortly be 
introduced. The town of Manaimo contains 
650 iuhabitouta, 250 of whom belong to the

— That Ihe 
time is fast upproachins when this oolooy 
will lorui a portion ol the Dominion of Oaaa- 
da there are none now, probably, who enter- 
tain u doubt. From the day when tbe 
"Quebec scheme" for Confederating, Briiiab 
North America waa pnbmitted lo and an-- 
dorsod by tbe imperial Government it 
ahould have become a clear faot to every 
candid and reflecting mind, that acouer or later 
British Columbia must of necessity, become 
a pur: ot ihe t'onfederatioa. Unhappily, 
ho wever, either from motives ol interest, jeu. 
louay. or dislike, a large portion of the in- 
fluential classes of this section of Ihe colony 
have, up almost to the present moment, dis 
approved ol und opposed the measuro, not- 
withstanding the oft repeated and unum 
tukablo utterances of tbe Imperil Govern- 
ment indioaling their confederaion policy 

Tbe time has now come when all doubts 
as regarda sdion or delay io the mstter 
shnuld belaid aside, and the people of th 
colony, whose iulerosls both' pdlitieally and 
o 'Uimerclally, are involved, should cordially 
unito in the eudeavor to make the union us 
profitable to ourselvos as may bo compatible 
with acceptability to the governmeul and 
people of Uie Dominion.- 

That there should bo a varioly of views as 
lo what we Bhuuld demand as terms of ad- 
mission, is qure natural and not blameab'e. 
Bui, ia order to prevent unot'cesnary trouble 
and delay in ttJo nego imiouB, we should 
uvoid, as far us possible, ques ion* ol com- 
merce and finance which raatarally efleot 
and especially relate to the entire peoplo and 
general government of the Dominion. 

Already dooa it Boom ihat this error, t> 
florae extent, is beoomiug Bxsd iu the popu- 
lar mind iu Ibis cily. ''Overland Ruilvuy," 
I' Free l'rade," ucd "Protective Tarifl" seem 
'to be lue three favorite hobby-horses 
upon which we are lo ii ie into the Dominion ; 
three quusiioi s which should above all 
others remain untouched by this colony io 
tbe negotiation of erms. 

In regard io the first, a railroad frorx the 
Ailantiu to the Pacific through Briiiab tor- 
ritory is u Dominioual as well as an im- 
perial oeceasitv, atd arjy claim or demaod 
on our part can in no way iDauro or hasten 
its accomplishment but would only tend to 
lesson our claim to moro numerous aids ol a 
purely local nature, io regard io Ino ques 
tion of Free Pur and Prottcuve Tariff these uie 
points upon which ihe greatest suteamen of 
the age ure divided ; no question has caused 
more political agiiulion ibun ibui of custom 
lands, and until the true theory ceases to 
remain an unsolved problem, tbe mere band- 
lul of people in this ooluuy had better not 
spond their unavailing efforts in trying lo 
perpetuate a law binding the lutuio great 
population of Bii : si Columbia, even were 
it possible for them to agree upon a qces- 
tion ol suob paramount importance to the 
welfare of a whole nation. 

I do not here propose lo enumerate the 
many beneficial oondiiions whioh might be 
tlbinauded and obtained Irom the Dominion 
Government, such aa aobjidiea and puolic 
works, terms wmcb could be asked by tbis 
colouy which in no way would conflict wi h 
the policy of tbe empire, and upon whioh Ibe 
people here could cordially agree. My ob- 
ject is metely to suggest in season, 
the nvoidince ot a ceelets aud hopeless, conflioi
